BAGNELL, Mo., April 30.—Fire 
early today destroyed the rest of 
the old section of Bagnell. One 
entire block of business buildings 
left standing after a disastrous 
fire a month ago, was razed by 
flames which started about 12:30 
last night. Only a lumber com- 
pany and the télephone exchange 
are left of the business section of 
the old town.

Nine Officers in Chase of 
Holdup Men in Which 
Clarence S. Cundiff Was 
Slain Ordered to Make 
Detailed Reports. 


WOMAN AND TWO 
OTHER MEN WOUNDED 


Bullets F ly When Patrol- 
man Oscar Dreckshage 
Interrupts. Robbery at 
Seventh and Pine and 
Thieves Take to Heels. 


Following an inquest verdict that 
Clarence S. Cundiff, young civil en- 
gineer, was killed by a bullet “fired 
from a gun in the hands of an un- 
known bandit,’ Chief of Police 
Gerk issued ¢ statement today in 
which he concluded tuere had been 
“injudicious use of firearms By 
some members of the department’ 
yesterday afternoon when Cundiff 
was killed and three other by- 
standers wounded as nine police- 
men chased a robber through 
crowded downtown streets, 

Chief Gerk ordered:an investiga- 
tion, issued a warning to policemen 
against the careless use of firearms 


and announced the department 
would contribute $300 to Cundiff's 
funeral expenses. 

Each of the nine policemen has 
been ordered to submit a detailed 
report of his conduct to determine 
whether they were reckless in their 


shooting or needlessly endangered 


the lives of citizens who crowded 
the streets during the chase. . 

Eyewitnesses Accuse Robber. 

At the inquest two eyewitnesses 
declared Cundiff was shot by the 
robber as ke stood at the north- 
east corner of Eighth and Market 


streets, but their accounts were 
conflicting. 
Harry Schaechter. secondhand 


dealer at 722 Market street, said 
the robber fired from the alley 
north of Market street, and Adam 
Wiese, 4208 John avenue, declared 
the shot was fired from the park- 
ing lot at 721 Market street, where 
the robber stole a truck and es- 
caped. 

However, the bullet taken from 
Cundiff’s body was turned over to 
ballistics experts at police head- 
quarters today for tests to deter- 
mine whether it came from a po- 
liceman’s revolver or from one of 
the two automatic pistols which 
the fleeing robber used. 

More than 60 shots were fired by 
the policemen and the robber dur- 
ing two or three tumu!tuous min- 
utes while citizens poured from of- 
fices and stores into the already 
crowded streets. Men and women 
milled about in the streets, some 
dropping to the sidewalks to escape 
bullets, while in real estate offices 
in the neighborhood emploves took 
refuge under counters and desks. 

Shattered windows and bullet 
holes in buildings along Pine and 
Eighth streets teday marked the 
route of the wild chase. 

Chief Gerk's Statement. - 

“It appears from the evidence 
taken. before the Coroner this 
morning,” Chief Gert’s statement 
said, “that it was a bandit’s bullet 
and not one of a member of the 
St. Louls Police Department that 
killed young Cundiff yesterday. We 
are convinced, however, from the 
circumstances and from the num- 
ber of shots fired that there mus’ 
have been an injudicious use of 
firearms by some members of the 
department. While there seems no 
doubt that the police did not cause 
the death of this young man, stillia 
bystander might easily have becn 
killed by the shots. fired tn a 
crowded sttrect 

“Therefore, to prevent a recur- 
rence and a possible killing of en 
innocent bystander, we are issuing 
a warning to all members of the 
department to make only the mot 
careful and judicious use of fire- 
arms where there is a possibility

Group Opposes Benefit 

District—Wants City to 

Use Bond Issue Funds or 
General Revenue. 


A plea in abatement against the 
suit of the city to condemn prop- 
erty for the proposed widening of 
Grand boulevard, between Magnolia 
avenue and Lawton boulevard, was 
filed in Circuit Court yesterday by 
Mrs. Cecelia Kaune, 3659 Hum- 
phrey street, who owns reaity in 
the tentative benefit district laid 
out by the condemnation commis- 
sion. 

It igs the plan to assess the owners 
of property in the district to help 
pay for the improvement, but Mrs. 
Kaune contends, through her attor- 
ney, August G. Walz, that the char- 
ter provision for such a district has 
not been complied with. She avers 
the commission is about to assess 
her property with a benefit with- 
out authority of law, thereby creat- 
ing a lien. 

Her plea points out that under 
the charter before the Board of 
Public Service shall recommend an 
ordinance for any public work or 
improvement the Board of Alder- 
men, on recommendation of the for- 
mer board, shall establish a benefit 
or taxing district. However, it is 
alleged, the ordinances providing 
for the widening do not prescribe or 
define the limits within which pri- 
vate property is deemed benefited, 
as required by the State statutes 
and the city charter, nor was Mrs. 
Kaune named asa defendant in the 
suit and served with process, as re- 
quired by law. 

The Benefit District. 

The benefit district, as published 
in an advertisement by the ‘city 
in the St, Louis Daily Record, is as 
follows: 

Bounded on the northeast by 
Twentieth street; bounded on the 
south by Meramec street, bounded 
on the east by Compton avenue, 
southwardly from Easton avenue 
and northwardly from Easton ave- 
nue by Glasgow avenue to North 
Florissant avenue and thence 
Ferry street; 
bounded on the west, northwardly 
from Meramec street, by Bamberg- 
er avenue to Potomac street, thence 
northwardly to Magnolia avenue 
by Gustine avenue and its north- 
ern prolongation; thence north- 
wardly to Chouteau avenue by 
Lawrence street and its northern 
prolongation, thence northwardly 
by Kossuth avenue by Vandeventer 
avenue and its northern prolonga- 
tion; thence northwardly to Twen- 
tieth street by Prairie avenue. 

The plea asserts that the fix- 
ing Of a benefit or taxing district 
is @ legislative function, which can- 
not be delegated to the condemna- 
tion commission, whose members 
are William E. Caulfield, a realty 
dealer; Louis Mannist, 2321 North 
Broadway, and Mrs, Kate Kuhnert, 
2759 Tamm avenue, a Republican 
City Committeewoman. They were 
appointed to the Grand boulevard 
case last June 30 by the Circuit 
Court, 

Says Proceedings Are Nullity. 

All of the proceedings in the case 
are a nullity because of the alleged 
defect cited, petitioner avers. She 
asserts the city charter did not au- 
tomatically fix the boundaries of 
the benefit district at the time of 
enactment of the ordinances. Other 
technical objections to the proceed- 
ings also are raised in the plea. 

Mrs. Kaune, Attorney Walz said, 
is a member of the Grand Houle- 
vard Association, which comprises 
representatives of several neigh- 
borhood organizations opposed to 
the special taxes for this widening 
and which is supporting her suit. 
The association wants the city to 
abandon the proposal to levy as- 
sessments on a benefit district to 
help finance the widening of 
Grand, and to pay the whole cost 
out of present or future bond issue 
funds or out of general reyenve. 
Similar arguments have been made 
by other neighborhood groups op- 
posing benefit taxes for other street 
openings and  widenings. The 
Grand Boulevard Association is 
arranging a mass meeting to be 
held May 16 at the 138th Infantry 
Armory, Grand boulevard and 
Market atreet, to oppose the city’s 
present proceedings. 

While a tentative district has 
been set up to show the maximum 
area in which benefits will be 
levied, the exact district will not 
be determined until the condem- 
nation commissioners complete 
thelr work and report to Circuit 
Court. The commissioners’ will 
fix the benefit charges and the 
damages to be paid for the prop- 
erty needed in the widening. The 
case is pending before Circuit 
Judge Hamilton.

the family to get into touch with 
the kidnapers. 

Last Friday morning a man called 
the Orthwein home on the tele- 
phone about 7 a. m. The maid 
who answered said she recognized 
it'as the voice of the man who 
had called on the preceding day 
with directions for finding the note 
at York Village. 

He asked if Orthwein was. at 
home. When told Orthwein was 
out, he said he wanted to talk to 
him and hung up. Friday night 
the same man called again. This 
time, when the maid answered, he 
said: “Hello, Mr. Orthwein?” three 
times. There was a disturbance on 
the line and the connection was 
finally broken. 

The same man called again at 
7 a. m. Saturday. This time he 
told the maid to get Orthwein to 
his home by 11 a. m, to answer a 
telephone call from him, Again 
there was a disturbance on the 
line and the caller hung up. 
Satisfied Line Was Tapped. 
Orthwein was summoned to his 
home from a downtown office 
where he was conferring with 
friends about the kidnaping case. 
Nervously he waited for the call, 
which came at 11:16 a. m. 
‘“‘Hello—hello,” the caller said. 
“Mr. Orthwein?—” then came the 
disturbance and the connection 
was broken. By this time Orth- 
wein felt certain the telephone line 
was tapped and that manipulation 
on the line either caused the caller 
to be disconnected, or to hang up 
for fear of detection. 

That night about 10 o'clock Orth- 
wein was sitting in his living room 
when Chief of Police Gerk, Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser and other po- 
licemen entered his home by a 
rear door, unannounced, and con- 
ferred with him about the case. 
During the conversation the tele- 
phone bell rang again, It was the 
same man. Again he said, ‘Hello, 
Mr. Orthwein?”—‘Hello, hello’— 
and again there was the dis- 
turbance and the connection was 
broken, 

Orthwein returned to his con- 
versation with the Police Chief, 
but did not tell them of the call. 
Already he feared that the en- 
trance of the police, who had 
whirled up into the driveway in 
several cars, might be communi- 
cated to the kidnapers if a watch 
was kept.on the house, and they 
might conceivably have done harm 
to Dr. Kelley if angered by an im- 
pression the family was trying to 
use the police to trap them. 
Whether a kidnapers’ agent did 
see the police or not, no more 
phone calls came to Orthwein. Lat- 
er it was learned the telephone com- 
pany was cutting in on calls to him 
in an effort to assist in the detec- 
tion of the kidnappers. This was 
done at the request of a friend of 
the family who failed to make his 
action known to Orthwein. — 

The kidnapers shifted their at- 
tentions to R. D. Fitzgibbon, attor- 
ney and friend of the Kelley fam- 
ily whose name had been mentioned 
frequently in newspaper accounts 
of the kidnaping. One of them 
phoned the Fitzgibbon home Sun- 
day morning and directed Mrs. 
Fitzgibbon to tell her husband to 
go to the Desloge mailbox on Clay- 
ton road about 500 yards west of 
North and South road. 

Fitzgibbon’ found a note in the 
rural mai] box of F. V, Desloge. 
It was wrapped in a newspaper. 
In it the kidnapers had inclosed 
Dr. Kelley's pearl scarfpin as proof 
that they had him prisoner. Dic- 
tated by the kidnapers the note, 
written by Dr. Kelley, recited that 
he was well, getting as decent food 
as might be expected, and that the 
ransom demand had been reduced 
to $100,000. 

That was the last message re- 
ceived by the family from the kid- 
napers, 

Bass Uncertain on Calls, 

Attorney Bass was asked today 
on what days he received the phohe 
calls from the kidnapera’ agent. He 
could not recall definitely, but 
thinks they came on Wednesday 
and Friday of last week. Dr. Kel- 
ley’s second note to his wife, in 
which he wrote “See Sig Bass,”

KILLED IN CRA 
AT LYNCHBURG, VA 


Clarence M. Ellicock Falls 
to Death When Demon- 
strating Plane at Dedica- 
tion of Airport.

Clarence M. Ellicock, S8t. Louis, 
demonstration pilot for the Buhl 
Aircraft Corporation, Marysville, 
Mich., was killed here yesterday 
when his airplane crashed before 
a large crowd, which had gathered 
for the dedication of the municipal 
airport. 2 

Ellicock was demonstrating a 
sports model monoplane pending 
the arrival of the Virginia State 
air tour, The plane suddenly 
plunged to earth from an altitude 
of about 1000 feet. Ellicock was 
dead when removed from the 
wreckage. 

Examination of the wreckage 
indicated the ship’s plunge had 
been caused by the loosening of 
an aileron. Ellicock’s parachute 
was partly open, indicating he had 
made an effort to leave the plane. 

Harry F. Byrd and 
State officials participated in the 
dedication.

Ellicock was 24 years old and 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Ellicock, 5561 Enright avenue. The 
father is an architect for the Board 
of Public Service. 
Ellicock was graduated from 
Soldan High School six years ago 
and attended Washington Univer- 
sity a year. At Soldan he was pres- 
ident of the Edison Club. He be- 
came interested in flying and joined 
the local naval reserve air unit.

When detectives called at the 
Kelley home yesterday, to talk 
with the doctor, they were in- 
formed the family physician had 
left word that nervous’ reaction 
from the strain of the kidnaping 
made it imperative that Dr. Kel- 
ley remain in bed for the day. Mrs. 
Kelley also has been advised to 
rest for several days. 

The family physician thought it 
likely Dr. Kelley would be able to 
talk with detectives today.

Woman's Idle Story, Repeated by 
Hearer, Kept Police Busy. 

One of the false clews received 
by the police, and which seemed to 
be the best lead up to Monday 
morning, was received through the 
Post-Dispatch.

Many S!:ots Fired in Sure. 

Arthur F. Smith, manager of the 
store, and four salesmen had been 
held up when Traffic Policeman 
Oscar Dreckshage entered the store, 
exchanged about 15 shots with the 
robbers at close range, and started 
the chase which attracted traffic 
officers, beat patrolmen, detectives 
and hundreds of citizens to the 
neighborhood. 

One of the robbers asked for colf 
hose and Smith, waiting on him, 
lifted a box from a shelf. Turning, 
he faced a pistol and heard the 
command, “Don't move!” At the 
same time, a second man, who had 
been looking at shirts, drew a pistol 
on John Grennan, a salesman. 

Brennan, John Stewart, H. L. 
Hackney and Al Bohmeyer were 
ordered to the rear of the store 
and down to the basement, where 
one of the robbers took $1 4rom 
Brennan and $9 from Stewart, then 
went back with Smith to the cash 
register which stands in the center 
of the store. 

A second-hand hat dealer en- 
tered and Smith was told to wait 


‘on the man. The manager walked 


to the door, at the corner of the 
store, glanced out furtively and 
saw Policeman Dreckshage, who 
had left his post and was walking 
to the store for a drink of water. 
Looking at the hat man, Smith 
beckoned to the policeman with 
his fingers and Dreckshage walked 
in, puzzling over the signal. “It’s 
a holdup,” Smith whispered, and 
Dreckshage clapped his hand on 
the nearest robber, who was 
standing beside a showcase which 
surrounds the register from which 
another robber had taken $45. 
Dreckshage’s man whirled back 
and whipped out a pistol which the 
policeman seized. and wrenched 
away. Then the man at the cash 
register opened fire, shooting six 


‘times at Dreckshage, who dropped 


beside the counter to shield him- 
self. 

“T ignored the man at the cash 
register and began to shoot at the 
man I had disarmed who was near- 
est the door,” the policeman told 
reporters. “I fired with his own 
pistol and I am sure I hit him be- 
fore he ran out the door. Then ] 
drew my service revolver and tried 
to get the other man who kept 
shooting at me while he dodged 
around to the door and ran out. 
Things moved so fast I don’t know 
whether there were two or three 
robbers.” 


Bystanders See Third Man. 


Meanwhile Smith had run out 
and shouted to Traffic Patrolman 
Thomas Drennan, who was diag- 
onally across the street. Drennan 
started after the first robber, pur- 
sued him a half block east, then 
turned and ran back to the store, 


where he heard continued firing. 

He saw another man, with a pis- 
tol in each hand, run from the store 
and dash west in Pine street, past a 
crowd of men who blocked the side- 
walk in front of a radio store where 
the ball game was being broadcast. 
Bystanders said they saw a third 
man, hatless, run north and disap- 
pear into the Holland Building, 
after bumping into several pedes- 
trians, 

Before Dreckshage could get out 
of the store, the armed robber had 
skirted the radio crowd, pursued 
by Drennan who said he fired sev- 
eral shots in the air fearful of strik- 
ing bystanders. At Eighth street, 
Traffic Policeman George Merkel 
ran toward the robber who fired 
three shots at him. Merkel replied 
with six shots and the robber 
turned north in Eighth street pas- 
sing the entrance of the Arcade 
Building. 

There the fugitive found himself 
running toward Patrolmen Robert 
Proske and Detectrves Fred Reidel 
and Joseph Joyce who were on the 
east sidewalk beside the Woolworth 
store. Turning deliberately the 
robber dashed south in Eighth 
street, halting to fire at Patrolman 
William Donohue and Thomas Gan- 
ley who had reached the scene, 

From the door of the Arcade 
Building, Mrs. Josephine Dore, 
5518 Partridge avenue, a former 
policewoman and sister of a De- 
tective-Sergeant, emerged to find 
herself in the line of fire. A bul- 
let struck her purse, knocking it 
from under her arm, and smashed 
the window of a tailor shop at No. 
208. Too frightened to note the 
source of the bullet, Mrs. Dore 
dodged back into the building and 
did not reappear until the shoot- 
ing had died down, 


With men and women pouring 
from stores and buildings, the 
robber ran south, zig-zagging back 
and fourth across: Eighth street, 
until he reached the alley east of 
Market street and turned east. At 
the mouth of the alley he stopped 
to fire several shots at his pursuers, 
who returned the fire. Cundiff 
was a haif block away when he 
was struck. 

From high windows in the down- 
town area spectators watched the 
battle. As far away as the Civil 
Courts Building at Twelfth and 
Market streets Judge William Dee 
Becker of the Court of Appeals 
looked from the Law Library and 
saw a policeman at Eighth and 
Chestnut streets firing from behind 
a light standard. 


Three Shot at Realty Office. 


Meanwhile. Dreckshage emerged 
from the shirt store and ran south 
in Seventh street and west in Chest- 
nut with other policemen who had 
rbeen attracted by the firing. He 
remembered today that he collided 
with a pedestrian at Seventh and 


Chestnut where his revolver acci- 
dentally discharged. 

The three wounded bystanders 
were at_the door of the John H. 
Abbott Real Estate Co., 709 Chest- 
nut. Byron A..Tremilett, 2608 Vir- 
ginia avenue, the office manager, 
was shot in the left foot; Russell 
F. Leming, 4487 Westminster place, 
a salesman for the company, in 
the right ear, and Miss Marie 
Maher, 6321 Clayton avenue, in the 
left arm. 

Tremiett was standing against 
the brownstone wall of the building 
when he saw a policeman’s revol- 
yer discharge and felt the bullet 
break against the wall. A piece of 
the bullet pierced the flesh of his 
ear and cut iis neck while other 
fragments inflicted eight bruises 
about his body. Miss Maher and 
Fleming ran out on hearing shots. 
Miss Maher saw a policeman run 
by, felt a searing pain in her wrist, 
but did not know whence the bul- 
let came, None of the wounds was 
considered of a serious nature. 


Escapes.on Soda Truck. 


In the alley near Eighth and 
Market, the fleeing robber ran into 
a parking lot at the rear of 721 
Market street behind a hamburger 
stand, where he took refuge behind 
a shed. Patrolmen Donohue and 
Ganley entered the lot and fired at 
him and he returned =the fire. 
From Market street, Detective Har- 
ry Dependahl fired five shots at the 
robber who dashed from behind 
the shed and climbed on a truck 
of the Cardinal Soda Co., 1214 Mar- 
ket street. | 

The chauffeur, Tony Bommarito, 
grappled with the robber and was 
thrown to the ground with blood- 
stains on his hands and shirt. The 
robber started the engine, moved 
into Market street, swinging over 
Seventh street and west in Walnut 
street, pursued by policemen, some 
of whom fired as they ran while 
others commandeered automobiles 
and tried to overtake the truck. 

Near Twelfth street the trail 
was lost and no trace of the robber 
was found until an hour later when 
the truck was found abandoned at 
Thirteenth and Pine streets. There 
were large bloodstains on the floor 
and two bullet holes in the back 
of the machine. 

Victim Looking for Work. 

Cundiff, who was 26 years old, 
had been in St. Louis but a few 
days, having come from Eldon, 
Mo., with his mother to search for 
employment. Until recently he was 
engaged in work at the Bagnell 
Dam. Yesterday he parked his car 
at Sixth and Walnut streets, and 
had visited several acquaintances 
in downtown buildings before he 
was shot. 

Taken to the City Hospital, he 
was identified by Paul A. Hale, a 
lawyer, who said he knew Cundiff 
as a member of the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard. A few minutes be-

During the week that Dr. I. D. 
Kelley was in the hands of kidnap- 
ers, his home at*32 Portland place 
was the centér of a barrage of tele- 
phone calls and letters by cranks. 

One crank was. particularly ac- 
tive, sending neatly typed letters de- 
manding $100,000 ransom and giv- 


ment of that amount in a note 
which he placed under a brick in 
the gutter at Lake avenue and 
Washington boulevard. He signed 
his letters variously “Decapitation” 
and “‘Decapadation” in red type. 
“Decapitation’s”’ first letter 
reached the home by special deliv- 
ery on Thursday, the fourth day of 
Dr. Kelley’s captivity, addressed to 
Mrs. Kelley, and presumably was 
opened by a member of the family’s 
executive committe. It read: 
“Decapitation’s” Letter. 
“You, as an unfortunate individ- 
ual of the suffering that we have 
caused you, have our most sincere 
sympathy. Sorry we didn’t get in

It is presumed that 
the “Decapitation” letters were 
opened by . Postoffice inspectors 
who were co-operating with the po- 
lice in the-search for the kid- 
napers. 

Another letter, obviously the 
work of a crank, demanded $60,- 
000 in $20 bills, with instructions 
that the money be delivered by a 
girl with a black traveling bag at 
4300 North Broadway at 11 a. m. 
Sunday. 

During the trying week, the fam- 
ily received only two written com- 
munications from the kidnapers, 
both in Dr. Kelleys hand, dictated 
by his captors. One of these let- 
ters had been received when “De- 
capitation’s” first message arrived. 

Two Genuine Calls, 

Among the many telephone calls 
were two which undoubtedly were 
from a member of the kidnaping 
gang. The first was received by 
William D. Orthwein II, brother- 
in-law of Mrs. Kelley, at his home 
on Litzinger road, Thursday morn- 


ing. Orthwein was instructed to 
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go to a rural mail box at the en- 
trance of York Village on the east 
side of Lay road south of Clayton 
road, where he found Dr. Kelley's 
first letter ~hich stated his cap- 
tors were holding him for $250,- 
000 but were willing to compromise 
for $150,000. . | . 
The second call was received ‘by 
Mrs. R. D. Fitzgibbon, wife of one 
of the Kelley family’s attorneys, 
who was told @0 send Fitzgibbon 
to the Desloge mail box on Clayton 
road, 500 yards west of North and 
South road. There Dr. Kelley's 
second note was found, with the 
doctor’s scarf pin for proof that 


he was.a prisoner. This note con- 


veyed the information that the doc- 
tor was well and that the kid- 
napers had reduced their ransom 
demand to $100,000. Dr. Kelley 
wrote that this would be the last 
note from him, as, indeed, it provod 
to be. . 
Denials by Family Explained. 

Meanwhile, until Dr. Kelley was 
safely home, the family and its 
spokesmen made constant denials 
to the police and reporters gener- 
ally that they had received any 
communications from Dr. Kelley or 
his kidnapers. This step was de- 
cided on by Orthwein, who finally 
assumed full charge of the family’s 
affairs, because of the fear that 
contacts with the kidnapers would 
be broken and harm come to the 
missing doctor if the facts became 
known. 

Handicapped by the lack of this 
information, the police, under Chief 
Gerk’s personal direction, worked 
diligently on the clews that came 
into their hands, and subsequent 
events have shown that on more 
than one occasion they struck close 
to the places where the missing 
ohysician was held. 

St. Louis detectives and police- 


men—all who could be spared from 
other necessary police work— 
searched roadhouses and resorts in 
St. Clair, Madison and Monroe 
counties: in Illinois, as well as St. 
Louis, Jefferson, Franklin and St. 
Charles counties in Missouri. They 
questioned underworld informants, 
“stools” as they are called, in the’ 
hope of picking up information.” 
Wild Clews Run Down. 
Wild tips were followed and de- 
tectives made long journeys to in- 
vestigate places where the missing 
doctor might be held. One tip toox 
a squad of detectives to an island 
in the Mississippi River, 55 miles 
north of St. Louis, and another 


squad journeyed to the mouth of 


the Ohio River to search a South- 
ern Illinois island. Other detectives 
went to Caseyville, in St. Clair 
County, and searched vainly in an

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NEW YORK POLICE TO GUARD 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS TOMORROW 
Commissioner Orders Special De- 
talls to Protect Property Against 
May Day Demonstrations. 
By the Agsociated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 30.—Police 
Commissioner Muylrooney mobilized 
special police details today in 
preparation for May day celebra- 


tions. He ordered a police guard 
for every church and public build- 
ing and for homes of prominent 
citizens and asked every precinct 
commander, especially those near 
Union Square, the center of Com- 
munist speechmaking, to keep re- 
serve squads ready. He said he 
expected no trouble. 

Communists, Socialists and vet- 
erans of foreign wars have ar- 
ranged to meet in Union Square 
at hours prescribed by the Police 
Department, so as to avoid possibie 
conflict. Ex-servicemen will oc- 
cupy the square from 10 a. m. to 
2 p. m., Socialists from 2 to 4, and 
Communists after 4. Communist 
héadquarters announced “we ex- 
pect the Socialists to get fright- 
ened and run away when they 
hear our singing.” 

The veterans, who are staging 
their affair mainly to offset the 
Communistic demonstration, will 
parade to Union Square and held 
patriotic exercises. 


BILL TO END PERSONAL TAX 
ON INSURANCE FIRMS FAILS 


‘Would Have Resulted in 
$135,000 Annual Loss to Mis- 
souri, Opponents Say. 


Special to the Post-Dispaich. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 30.—A 
bill proposing a reduction in the 
taxés of stock insurance companies 
organized under the laws of Mis- 
souri by relieving them of taxation 
on personal property and substi- 
tuting a flat tax of 2 per cent on 
their annual premium collections, 
was beaten today in the House. 
The vote was 36 for and 58 against. 

Oppoftents of the bill stated its 
passage would result in a loss of 
about $135,000 in revenue annually 
to the State, from the amount now 
received fram the companies 
through taxation of their persona! 
property. The bill was introduced 
by Senator Nolte of St. Louis and 
had been passed by the Senate. 

Domestic insurance companies in 
| Missouri now pay no tax on pre- 
miums collected except On  pre- 
miums for workmen's compensa- 
tion insurance, and are subject to 
the regular property tax on their 
realty and personal property. For- 
eign insurance companies licensed 
in Missouri pay a flat tax of 2 per 
cent of premiums, in lieu of other 
taxation by the State.

Had Mr. Walker refrained f-om the personal re- 
fiections on the politics and motives of his accusers, 
his reply could hare been pronounced admirable, 
without qualification. Even so, Mr. Walker has re 
vealed a caliber with which the country generally has 
not accredited him. The country has looked upon 
him as a dilettante, has accepted him in the role of a 
Monsieur Sans Gene which he evidently delighted to 
play.

of all time. The failure has precipitated 
bankruptcy proceedings and the criminal 
prosecution of certain officers and direc- 
ters. To these proceedings we re indebt- 
ed for considerable latitude in publishing 
facts and also tor many facts te publish. 

The curious would welcome similarly com- 
plete disclosures of the inner workings of 
other strong banking institutions, the hold- 
ing companies or affiliates of which show 
little apparent difference, in either struc- 
ture or operations, from those of the bank- 
rupt Bank of United States. This informa.- 


, tion will probably never get out, because 


these institutions will doubtless not go in- 
to bankruptcy. 

The one horrible example we have to 
talk about has stirred Tammany and Al- 
bany to righteous indignation and zealous 
concern over the fate of the victimized de- 
positors and stockholders who, counting de- 
pendents, number some 2,000,000 people, 
mostly very poor. The purulent corpse is 
being dissected publicly, thanks to the com- 
mendable action of the office of Attorney- 
General Bennett and Special Prosecuting 
Attorney Steuer. 

The financial rackets of Marcus and Sing- 
er of the Bank of United States, president 
and vice president respectively, were bril- 
liantly conceived and skillfully executed. 
The term racket is used to denote a way 
of making money that is supposedly lecal, 
although, according to certain not generally 
accepted standards, anti-social. 


As it is a penal offense to circulate state- 
ments calculated to start a run on a bank, 
racketeering nowhere enjoys greater se- 
curity from exposure than ir banking. It 
has to be so; hence the necessity for pub- 
lic regulation that will do what the bankers 
have proved incompetent or indisposed to 
do, namely, to eliminate racketeering from 
banking. 

Let us pass ever the poignant human 
tragedies presented by the 417,000 deposit- 
ors, mostly poor people, who suddenly found 
the savings of a lifetime in large part dis- 
sipated wy processes which.few of therm, 
or of the rest of us, can comprehend. We 
shall try to view these events unemotion- 
ally in their‘larger socia] perspective. Tech- 
nical details of banking do not interest us. 
It is finance as a function of government, 
a part of our larger economic pattern, that 
concerns us here. ; 

We must understand that we are governed 
from Wall street as much as from Wash- 
ington, and that the two are closely inter- 
twined these days. For all social purposes, 
government and business are now one. The 
manufacturer, for instance, lives on a Gov- 
ernment dole in the form of the tariff quite 
as much asthe politician liveson the budget 
or as the unemployed would live on an 
unemployment dole if they were to get one. 

The impact ef banking on modern life is 
felt through the exercise of two important 
functions of financial coémtrol by a stead- 


sf 


ily diminishing number of persons in charge 
of great financial institutions. Each new 
merger Narrows the concentration of pow- 
er. These functions are: banker control of 
money and credit; »anker control of big 
corporations which account for two-thirds 
of our non-agricultural production. 
Banker control of money,and credit does 
not, of course, mean unlimited power to 
give or withhold. It merely means im- 
measurable responsibility for such things 
as abundance or scarcity, cost and avail- 
ability of money and credit; the regulation 
of the flow of money and credit into in- 
dustry, trade and agriculture; and the de- 
termination of the cmounts which are to 
go into savings or investment and into con- 
sumption. Employment, wages, profits and 
general prosperity obviously depend on the 
play of all these forces. 


Shall we in times of moderate prosperity 


have business expand in harmony with the 
growth of needs and capacity. Or shall we 
have overexpansion of certain industries and 
unbalanced production? Shall credit be 
poured into the stock market for gambling 
and a profitable traffic in overpriced se- 
curities? 

The bankers mainly decide. They ex- 
ploit the agencies of publicity which only 
great financial power can command. They 
suppress effective counter-propaganda. 
When the bubble has burst, they disclaim 
responsibility for the inflation, and rebuke 
the people for unwise optimism in paying 
too much for securities priced, recommend- 
ed and sold by bankers during the boom. 

There are substantial reasons for the dis- 
tribution of thé different banking functions 
among distinct organisms, each independent 
of the other. The banker who handles de- 
posits and trust funds or who advises inves- 
tor clients should be disinterested. No man 
can serve two masters. He should be the 
agent or fiduciary of his client; he should 
not stand in a seller-buyer relation to his 
client. The banker who is running a busi- 
ness on the side through an affiliated com- 
pany, say a real estate development, ought 
not to be able, through: the affiliate, to use 
in that business money entrusted to him as 
a banker for safe keeping. A banker can- 
not appraise fairly for a client an invest- 


ment in which the banker is personally in- 


terested.

Congressman Cochran Plans to 
Reintroduce Measure Killed 
at Last Session. |

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis said today that he would re- 
introduce in the next session of 


Congress his bill providing fine 
and imprisonment for using the 
mails to extort money by threat- 
efiing personal or. property dam- 
age; The maximum penalty pro- 


prisonment and $10,000 fine. 

This measure is intended to ap- 
ply to the operations of extortion- 
ists and racketeers. Cochran, in 
drafting the bill last year, desired 
to make it apply to kidnapers also, 
but Attorney-General Mitchell ex- 
pressed his view that legislation 
against kidnapers should be left to 
the states. : 

Cochran said today that, unless 
the Attorney-General’s attitude 
ex- 
pand the provisions of his bill to 
make it apply to kidnapers. Such 
legislation, he said, could be enact- 
ed only with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s approval. 

The St. Louis Representative 
prepared the bill originally after he 
had learned from postoffice in- 
spectors that there were no Feder- 
al laws applicable to extorionists 
and racketeers The bill as intro- 
duced by him in the last session. of 
Congress was approved by the 
Postoffice Department in its an- 
nual report. 

Postal officials say Cochran’s 
bill, if enacted, would apply to the 
use of rural free delivery boxes as 
receptacles for the threatening 
notes of extortionists. Matter drop- 
ped into any authorized depository 
(of the postal service, under the pro- 
visions of the Federal penal code. is 
in the mail, whether the matter 1 


stamped or unstamped. 

In the last session of Congress, 
the bill was ent to the House Coim- 
|'mittee on Postoffices and Post 
| Roads. A subcommittee, composed 
‘of Representatives Sanders of New 
| York, Arnold of Illinois and Rom- 
|jue of Missouri, reported unfavor- 
‘ably on the bill. It held that, un- 
der the broad terms of the bill, it 
might be open to abuse. The sub- 
‘committee told Cochran that some 
| Federal measure against extortion 
| might be worked out later. As this 
‘was not done, he intends to rein- 
troduce the measure on the first 
day of the new session.
